Big U.S. Planes 
In Daylight Raid 
Over West Europe 


By ROBERT STURDEVANT 
LONDON (AP) — U.S, heavy 
‘| bombers attacked targets in wes- 
tern Germany in daylight today, 
| setting a record of 11 major raids 
| for one month’s heavy operations 
| from bases in Britain. 

Following on the heels of Mon- 

day night's RA.F. Mosquito 
bomber raid on the same general 
| area, the American heavies were 
supported by Allied fighters, in- 
cluding Canadian, during their 
| mission. 
The four-engined bombers ex- 
| ceeded by one the previous record 
| of 10 operations set in July and 
| equalled in September. 


The announcement of the wide- 
| spread fighter support 
rare combination for the big 
| bombers, which are usually ac 
companied only by U.S. fighters. 
It- was the second successive 
day penetration of Germany for 
the American bombers, which 
bombed Bremen Monday. 


MADE 21 RAIDS 

The combined aerial opera- 
tions of both the British and U.S. 
heavy bomber groups for Novem- 
ber reached 21 — only one short 
of the war’s greatest offensive 
month jn August. .

A communique also disclosed 
|Monday that R.A.F. Typhoons 
and RAF. and RCAF. Spit- 
fires, with U.S. medium bombers, 
hammered Nazi airdromes in 
Belgium while Mosquitoes at- 
tacked an unspecified railway 
centre in northwest Germany. 
R.A.F. airmen also blasted enemy 
shipping off Brest.

Alles, an Australian member of 
British Ovérseas Airways Cor 
poration * which . operates the 
north Atlantic ferry’ shuttle-ser!

Command. 


He flew a Liberator bomber 
3,100 miles non-stop from. Morit- 
real to a British airport in 11 
hours and 35 minutes—21 min- 
utes faster than a record estab- 
lished seven weeks ago by a 
Lancaster bomber piloted by 
Capt. M. B, Barclay of Perth, 
Scotland. Capt. Barclay was 
taking Hon. C. D. Howe to 
Britain on a regular flight of 
Trans-Canada Airlines’ new 
Atlantic service.

Liberator flight from Montreal 
to Britain was 12 hours and 51 
minutes, with Capt. S, T. B.

OF HIS AIDES AT NO, 10 DOWN- 
ing Street informed newspaper corres- 
pondents this morning that Mr. Churchill 
was “working as usual” on this his 69th 
birthday. Nor was it necessary for the 
spokesman to impart his tidings with tongue 
in cheek. Whether the Prime Minister be 
in Cairo, Tehran, or Jerusalem, his com- 
patriots at home and friendly peoples every- 
where fully understand the nature of the 
task to which he is applying his great 
talents; they will wish his continued good 
health and all the satisfaction which comes 
of faithful service to humanity. 

Wherever Mr. Churchill’ may be and 
however busy, it is just possible he will 
hark back for a moment to his broadcast 
to the world on the eve of his 68th birthday. 
He began with a reference to the ringing of 
the bells—after their long silence—to mark 
the great victory at El Alamein, then more 
than a month old. But it was with the new 
developments in North Africa and their 
ultimate meaning for Mussolini and_ Italy 
which gave him the opportunity to let fly 
at the “jackal” of the Mediterranean. Said 
the Prime Minister In part: 

“Mad dreams of imperial glory, the lust of 
conquest and of booty, the arrogance of long- 
unbridled tyranny, led him to his fatal, shameful 
act. In vain I warned him: he would not hearken. 
On deaf ears and a stony heart fell the wise, far- 
seeing appeals of. the American President. The 
hyena in his nature broke all the bounds of 
decency and even commonsense. Today his em- 
pire has gone. We have over a hundred Italian 
generais and nearly three hundred thousand of his 
soldiers in our hands as prisoners of war. Agony 
grips the fair land of Italy. This is only the | 
beginning, and what have the Italians to show | 
for it?" | 

That question already has been answered 
fully by events. Mussolini disregarded the 
advice of both Prime Minister and President. 
Somewhere in temporary safety the former 
Ttalian dictator may be harking back to the 
days of his “balcony glory”—wondering, per- 
haps, what might have been. But the man | 
who is giving him sanctuary, too, -had his 
warnings from Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roose- 
velt. “He would not hearken.” And Adolf 
Hitler knows that these two and the man 
who shattered the myth of German invinci- 
bility on the Russian steppes are now plan- 
ning his fate. 


Compulsory Voting 

LL PROGRESSIVELY-MINDED P EO-| 

ple will note with satisfaction that Prem- 
ier Hart is interested in the proposal to 
institute compulsory voting in British Col- 
umbia. He promises no change in the prov- 
ince’s electoral law that would conform to/| 
the Australian system; but his statement 
in Vancouver the other day, that “it is still | 
under consideration,” evokes the hope that 
he will give the Legislature an opportunity 
to discuss the plan on its merits. The pen- 
alty for failure to use the franchise in the 
Dominion “down under,” incidentally, is not 
less than 10 shillings and not more than £2. 
A mainland newspaper is in error when it 
puts the fine at £5. And there is something 
to be said for the Premier's alternative— 
the post-election publication of the names of 
all those who have not exercised their prec- 
ious and dearly-won privilege 

We do not agree with the Vancouver 
Province’s contention that the inclusion of 
a compulsory voting provision to the pro- 
vincial Elections Act would be “an exceed- 
ingly unfortunate” addition, or that “com- 
pulsory voting is no better than just another 
way of pushing people around, a phony 
device in the name of democracy that really 
betrays democracy and is on the way to the 
servile state.” Would our esteemed con- 
temporary regard the progressive Common- 
wealth of Australia either a servile state or 
a self-governing nation whose people are in 
any danger of being “pushed around’? If 
her recent political history has taught us 
anything at all, it has surely impressed upon 
us the very obvious fact that our sister 
Dominion in the southern seas is as far 
from becoming a servile state as is this 
Canada of ours. What compulsory voting, 
with its penalty, has done in Australia has 
been to teach the people the value of the 
franchise. Which, by the same token, has 
automatically strengthened their belief in 
and ynderstanding of the full meaning of 
democracy.

Still Rolling On 


OME SKEPTICS CAME OUT WITH 
bolts of crepe on the first sign that the 
Russian drive westward had hit a snag. 
They were not jubilant; past experience 
had taught them to be cautious in their 
speculations and criticisms, But they began 
to shake their heads and mutter the 
language which delights the “divide-and- 
gang in Berlin. ‘Tobe sure Gen- 
eral Nikolai Vatutin had to retrace his steps 
between Zhitomir and Kiev; he had gone 
too far for the good of his flanks. The 
wedge he had driven through the Nazi lines 
suddenly became vulnerable. So the German 
high command threw in 400 tanks and eight 
armored divisions and scored a temporary 
success, Bitter ‘fighting in this sector still 
continues; the Ukrainian capital neverthe- 
less is still far outside the enemy's reach. 
The valiant armies of the Soviet Union are 
pushing on through White Russia and beat- | 
ing their way further westward at nearly | 
half a dozen points. 

All this leads one German newspaper to 
admit that the Fuehrer’s men are now cort- 
pelled to engage “in a comprehensive dis 
engaging action”; but “the thoroughness of 
the destruction which we have left behind 
justifies the conclusion that we do not reckon 
on the reconquest of the abandoned areas 
for the time being.” These and other admis- 
sions, despite their phrasing, help to explain 
the “peace” propaganda and the delayed 
publication of the speech which Hitler deliv- 
ered nearly two weeks ago to German cadets. 
The original bad guessers about Soviet 
military skill and human fortitude had better 
study the ever-changing map of the eastern 
front. And they would be well advised to 
putas much reliance in Marshal Stalin's 
good faith as do Mr. Churchill and Mr. 
Roosevelt.

RADIO STANDING in the corner o 
your living room is a machine. But the 
machine, once the original technical dis- 

has been made, becomes the least 
ifiportant ‘part .of--radid. ‘The ifnportant 
part is human.° It is the talent of the men 
who make the radio programs, who think 
the thoughts moving out on the airways. 

That is why recent events have been 
shattering to publicly-owned radio in Can- 
ada, The CBC Is not made up merely of 
stee] towers and microphones, It is made 
up of a fine organization of men and women, 
mostly young and full of initiative. These 
men and women have been utterly frus- 
trated by the recent debacle in the man- 
agement of the CBC. 

The facts of this debacle have been set 
out here before—the attempt of politicians 
to interfere with the most ambitious radio 
program of public discussion yet devised in 
Canada and ealled “Of Things to Come”; 
the extraordinary action of General La 
Fieche, a member of the government, in in- 
terfering outright and announcing the can- 
cellation of the program; then the decision 
to go ahead with the program anyway. 
SHATTERING 
‘THESE FACTS ARE all clear and they 

show that the whole principle on which 
publicly-owned radio is based—the principle 
of absolute independence from politics—has 
been violated. What is not so well known 
is the effect of these events on the human 
beings who make up the CBC organization 
The effect is shattering. 

Put yourself in the position of these men. 
Months ago they decided that radio should 
be used in a more vigorous way as an in- 
strument of polftical enfightenment. In the 
days of great decision facing Canada, they 
felt, the public must be given all the facts, 
and all the views of different experts pos- 
sible. 

Therefore, in ‘to-operation with educators 
and organizations interested in education 
they devised the “Of Things to Come” series. 
It was not to be a propaganda series, \ It 
was not designed to promote any single view 
of Canada’s problems. On the contrary, ar 
rangements were made to present speakers 
of every possible view—capitalists and so- 
cialists, rich men and poor men, experts 
and Jaymen. To prepare such a program 
required months of work, dozens of personal

be abolished in favor of private radio. Why | 


should these men stick their necks out after 
what has happened? 

Therein lies the worst damage to radio 
resulting from the recent incident, The 
blame can now be placed squarely and with- 
out question. It lies with the governors of 
the CBC. These men are supposed to be 
utterly independent of any outside inter- 
ference. The law provides that no govern- 
ment may touch them. They are the guar- 
dians of freedom on the air. But the gover- 
nors have long proved their inability for this 
task. As early as 1942 a committee of Par- 
liament condemned them for allowing bad 
management in the CBC and instead of rec- 


tifying it they have allowed it to get worse. | 


THE PAY-OFF 
THE PAY-OFF CAME the other day when 
the governors were summoned to con- 
sider the latest mess, Had they been fit 
for their jobs, of course, their first move 
would have been to protest the interference 
of politicians in radio, to assert their in- 
dependence and thus to make any further 
interference impossible. But no word of 
protest came from the governors. They 
did not seem even to realize that they had 
been stultified and they obviously have no 
understanding of the effect of this incident 
on the morale of the CBC organization, They 
have even failed, after months of fragmen- 
tary consideration, to fill the manager’s 
chair, 

Yet the government refuses to fire the 
governors. It seems powerless to do any- 
thing about radio, But this is not the end 
of it. Parliament will want to know what 
is happening and Parliament, if it wants to, 
can force a clean sweep of the CBC,
